Alderwoman Gagle then made a motion seconded by Alderman Contreras to hire Zachary Saragosa
as Police Officer for the Burbank Police Department, subject to successful physical examination
results. Starting date for the candidate will be May 12, 2019. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0
Nays. Voting Aye: Alderwoman Gagle, Alderman Contreras, Alderwoman Gustafson, Alderman
Grider, Alderman Pacella, Alderman Piznarski and Alderman Pyle. The candidate was sworn in by
Claude Haerr of the Fire / Police Commission. Mayor Foy read a brief biography.

Alderwoman Gagle made a motion seconded by Alderwoman Gustafson to authorize the City of
Burbank to purchase 2-2020 Ford Explorer Police Cruisers for an amount not to exceed $85,000.00
which includes 3 trade-ins and accessories. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays. Voting Aye:
Alderwoman Gagle, Alderman Contreras, Alderwoman Gustafson, Alderman Grider, Alderman
Pacella, Alderman Piznarski and Alderman Pyle.

Alderwoman Gagle then introduced Police Chief Richard Shore who made a presentation to P.O.

Alderman Mitch Piznarski made a motion seconded by Alderman Contreras to authorize the City of
Burbank to Purchase a second riding lawn mower for the Department of Public Works for an
amount not to exceed $6000.00. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays. Voting Aye:

Alderman Mitchell Piznarski made a motion seconded by Alderman Contreras to award Triggi

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Alderman Contreras informed the Council and audience that the next meeting of the Midway Noise
